Tt is believed 
to dclong to the family of Galapo 
Trdlans, whose ferocity and 
aversion to contact with other 
people were proverbial In Brazil, 

Some groups of Gaiapos now 
maintain. sporadic contact with 
other tribes, ond representatives 
appear reguisily a! Government 
posts to receive tools, fcod and 
clothing. : 

The Mencangronotire, how- 
ever, have never participated Jn 
this assistance. So far as is known 
they are amcng the most back- 
ward tribes in the , Continent 
They use, no tools and build no 
huts, Their shelter consist of 
bushes and shrubbery 
with bananit leaves, 

‘Until a few years ago they 
did not use bows and arrows, 
Thor neighbours, the Jurunas, 
eniled them Tshookramse, “men 
without bows and arrows,” More 
recently, however. they seized 
thls weapon in fights with other 
tribes and jcarned Its use. 


Peking Seeks 
To Maintain

Communist China’s agreement 
to provide £114,000,000° worth

WHITE MEN SIGHTED . 

“We had been told frequently 
that among the Mencangrono- 
tlre Uved two white men.and a 
white woman," Vilas Bons 
said in his report. “This . year 
we were able to get in touch 
with these Indinns for brief 
periods at the Von Martius 
Falls on the Xingu River. On 
ene occasfon we sighted’ = the 
iwo white men.” 

Vilas Bons described the two 
men as “uncommonly strong, 
tall, with holr reaching to the 
reglon of the hips and beards 
nearly to the knees." 

Both fled before Vilns Boas 

and his men could reach them, 
but the follawing day, led by a 
guide from the Jurunas, he was 
able to talk with them—as far as 
any talkingg was possible with 
human beings. whose capacity |: 
of verbal expression is restrict- 
ed to disconnected cjnculations, 
' The-Juruna  giulde was tokt 
by members of the .tribe, in- 
eluding the Chieftains, an old 
man named Cristo, that the 
three whites had been kid- 
napped about 35 yeors ago 
when they were babies. It is 
believed that they were child- 
ren of rubber gathering or 
fold digging. familics who were 
massacred by the tribesmen. 

Vilas Boos found that the 
three: whites, who wore the 
same lip ornament aos other 
members of the tribe, had no 
recollection of any other mode 
of life. Their intellectual capa- 
elty did not appear to be any 
greater tham other members of 
the tribe. Their ability to use 
bow and errow wee poor, like 
the tribesmen, 

After making his report in 
Rio, Vilas Boas has returned to 
‘he Pimentel Barbosa post to 
make further investigations, 

“I am greatly interested In 
learning more about the life of 
the Mencangronotire Indians,” 
he said, “I shall make another 
excursion soon to. where, the 
tribe_lives, _-— _ 

“The tribe, .I hear, has just 
moved to a region two days’ 
march from the Von Martius 
Falls. 1 expect to learn further 
details about the three white 
persons living In ‘their midst. 


LEGENDARY RACE 

The question of whether or 
not tribes of “White Intlians” do 
exist In’ the Brazilian jungle 
along the Amazon River and. its 
affluents has been ‘o matter’ of 
controversy for many years. 
Colonel Faweett, the British 
explorer, who disappeared 
mysteriously years ago in_ the 
region of the Kuluene River, 
not far from the polnt of the 
recent discovery’, firmly believed 
in thelr existence. co 

Colonel Fawcett, Ikke many 
other cfhnologists and explorers. 
hoped fo identify tliem as 
descendants of the legéndary race 
of: Atlantis. He believed them tol’ 
be heirs of a superior civilisa- 
tion. . rn 

It is conceded that the jungles 
of Brazil have not yet yielded all 
their eccrets, but many Brazilian 
ethnologists believe there Is 
some likelhood that the legend 
of “White Indians’ may fave 
originated {rom the presence of 
white people in Indian tribes.—
